Optunism 
Increases 
In Country 


SANTO DOMINGO, Domini- 


can Republic (AP) — A recon­ 
ciliation between the Dominican 
people and their armed forces, 
a prerequisite to future political 
stability, appears to be taking 
shape in this fiery-tempered 
country. 


There is increasing optimism 
that undisturbed free elections 
will be held in June. Most Do­ 
minicans regard this as the pri­ 
mary step toward national po­ 
litical and economic rehabilita­ 
tion. 
Provisional President Hector 
Garcia-Godoy made civilian-mil­ 
itary reconciliation his first-pri­ 
ority, pre-election objective, and 
he now regards it as more than 
a possibility. This feeling is 
shared by Dominicans who a 
few weeks ago doubted the out­ 
come of his efforts because of 
the firmly entrenched enmities 
produced by last April’s revolu­ 
tion. 
The stage fo the restoration 
of good will between the civilian 
population and the armed forces 
is believed to have been set last 
January when the president or­ 
dered drastic changes in the 
leadership of the rival military 
factions involved in the revolt.

Easter holds many spiritual wond­ 
ers. Not the least among them is the 
almost miraculous way in which a few 
short sentences in the Bib le carry the 
Easter story from generation to gen­ 
eration. 

There 
are other references in the Bib le, par­ 
allel in their content, b ut this version 
is from the Gospel of John and was 
translated into modern English for 
the gospel issued as a b ooklet, “One 
Way for Modern Man.“ b y the Ameri­ 
can Bib le Society.

Katzerib ach ha^ sent a considerab le num­ 
b er of federal registrars to enroll Negro 
voters in the South, b ut there is one county 
where regi.^trars are as scarce as water on 
the Sahara 
- .Sunflower County, Miss. 
This happens to b e the home county of 
“ Big J im ” Eastland, cigar-chomping, genial 
chairm an of the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, who H' 
such rules on many Justice 
Department prob lems. 
The Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals has 
unanimously ordered new elections in all 
b ut two towns in Sunflower County. Elec­ 
tions were held last year, and so few Ne­ 
groes voted that the court essentially ruled 
new elections must b e held after a reason­ 
ab le numb er of Negroes were qualified to 
vote. 
This puls it right up to the Justice Depart- 
ment. It knows that 93 per cent of the white 
|MpBlati<H) of Sunflower County is register­ 
ed, • • against only U per cent of the Negro 
populaUon, In the rest of Mississippi out- 
fide Sunflower County, 43 per cent of the 
Negroes are registered. In .Sunflower County 
U per cent of the population is Negro. 
Meanwhile, kindly Attorney General Katz- 
enb ach has sent no federal registrars to 
Sunflower County, the home of Sen East- 
land. He did send them last year to Bolivar 
C ^ n ty . which adjoins the rear of .Sen E ast­ 
land’s plantation. But 
after only one day he 


yanked them out.

prote.sted. 
The Attorney General, of course, is not 
unaware that a very hot election campaign 
is going on in Missi.ssippi with Big Jim 
Eastland running scared. In fact, he Is run­ 
ning for his 
political life. 
Lined up against him are Rep. Prentiss 
Walker, only Repub lican congressman elect­ 
ed from Missi.ssippi, who is b aked b y a 
coalition of .John 
Birchites, 
Repub licans, 
and new Negro voters. Negro voters don’t 
love Walker, b ut they love Eastland less. 
They figure that with Eastland removed as 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, his 
reactionary hand would b e removed from 
the wri.st of the Justice Department 
If the Attorney (îeneral sent federal regis­ 
trars to .Sunflower County, 
(Congressman 
Walker would rai.se the hue and cry that 
“ Eastland c an ’t control the Justice D epart­ 
ment anym ore.’’ .So, while 65 per cent of 
the population in Sunflower is Negro and 
only 11 per cent is registered to vote, no 
registrars are sent to Sunflower County. 
NOTE —If Eastland should b e defeated, 
Negress won’t get much of a b reak on the 
Judiciary Committee. Next in line to suc­ 
ceed him is John McClelJan of Arkansas, 
who shares E astland’s race views; then .Sen. 
Sam Ervin of North Carolina with similar 
views. After that comes Sen. Tom Dodd of 
( onnecficut, who is for civil rights b ut has 
other prob lems.

A renowned minister retells the Easter story 


through two boys who found a faith worth living, and dying, for

M 


y n a m e is Joshua. I was born and 
have always lived in Capernaum, 
a fishing town on the Sea of Galilee. 
I was raised among men of strength and cour­ 
age—but the strongest, most courageous man I 
ever saw was Jesus of Nazareth. He was a real 
man. Nothing could frighten Him. 
I remember the day Jesus told His disciples 
that He had to go up to Jerusalem to be perse­ 
cuted and finally crucified. I was standing with 
my friend Benhaded at the edge of the crowd, 
and 1 wanted to call out to Him to stay away 
from the capital city if this fate was in store 
for Him. At 18, how could I understand why He 
should allow himself to be taken and killed? 
“ He is a fool," Benhaded muttered. 
B«nhocl#d did not 
in Jnsut. For as 
long as I can remember, Benhaded was my closest 
friend. He was just my age, although in many 
ways he seemed older. He was tall and powerfully 
built. All the young people of Capernaum looked 
up to him. 
Older people said Benhaded was an evil influ­ 
ence, but that was because they did not under­ 
stand him. He was strong and had a zest for 
life. I would follow him anywhere. He was a nat­ 
ural leader with great determination. 
I think Benhaded could sense, and even secret­ 
ly admire, a similar determination in Jesus. 
Those who stood listening to Jesus knew that 
nothing could stop Him from going to Jerusalem. 
A group of men from Capernaum followed Je­ 
sus whenever possible. Andrew, my father, and 
my Uncle Simon, whom Jesus called Peter, were 
two of His most devoted disciples. Many of us 
younger people went along for the excitement. 
Benhaded, too, accompanied us from time to time 
to listen and laugh at the man he called a fool. 
For weeks prior to the great festival at Pass- 
over, we followed Jesus, listening to His sermons 
and watching the mystifying things He did. On 
the 10th day of Nisan, Jesus and His disciples 
started for Jerusalem. 
The ancient writer Zechariah had said that the 
Messiah would enter the city “humble and riding 
on an ass.” And the prophet had called upon Je­ 
rusalem to welcome Him with husannas. That is 
exactly what the people did that day as Jesus 
rode along leading His stalwart followers. 


Joshua and Benhaded were among the throng 
that greeted Jesus upon his entry into Jerusalem . 


There was something about Him that both 
awed and excited the crowd. They seemed to 
sense that a man of extraordinary power and 
goodness had come among them. Even Benhaded 
was impressed, although he jeered and wouldn’t 
admit it. 
The procession swept up and over the ridge 
where first begins the Mount of Olives. The 
crowds were joined by even larger throngs pour­ 
ing out of the city. There were whispers in the 
crowd: was the moment of freedom at hand? 
It was said that the high priests, Annas and 
Caiaphas, waited nervously on the ramparts fear-

ing possible disorder—and even worse. A revo­ 
lution would not sit well with Rome. 
. Then the guards descended. Their number was 
doubled and redoubled. They held their gleaming 
spears at alert. And still Jesus advanced. 
Benhaded could hardly contain himself with 
the excitement. “ Now it will happen,” he told me 
eagerly, his voice tight with the expectancy of 
violence. “ He has only to say the word.” His 
admiration for the attention Jesus now com­ 
manded was undisguised. Time stood still. Jesus 
did not move. “Does He not know this is the 
moment?” Benhaded demanded. “Strike!” he 
shouted. But instead . . . 
Quietly Jesus looked around. He beheld the two 
groups—the soldiers and His followers—each 
ready for combat. Then He turned and led His 
band back the way they had come. 
There was terrible disappointment at His de­ 
cision. “ He is not only a fool but a coward,” 
Benhaded said. My Uncle Peter told him to still 
his tongue. His revolution, we were told, was 
not to be by force. It was to be the revolution of 
an idea—love instead of force. It might take a 
long, long time, but Jesus felt that His way 
would triumph in the end.

That night Benhaded and I lay out in the field 
and talked of the day’s events. When Benhaded 
is disturbed, he is like a wounded lion. 
“Why could not I have been given such an 
opportunity?” he stormed, and he struck the 
earth with his clenched fists. 
He sat up abruptly. “Do you intend to go on 
following this charlatan?” His voice held the 
edge of anger; I knew the sound and feared it. 
'There are many things to do in Capernaum 
more satisfying to me. I am going back.” He was 
silent for a moment, and then he faced me. “Are 
you going with me—or with Him?” 
I wanted to stay. In my heart, I knew I wanted 
to stay. But I feared losing Benhaded as a 
friend. “I shall go with you,” I told him. 
And so we left Jesus. 
Back home, a frenzy drove us. We finished our 
daily chores quickly, eager to be done with them 
and on to our nightly escapades. Benhaded 
thought up more reckless adventures than ever 
before. But our friendship was not the same. We 
seemed possessed, as though only by physical ac­ 
tion could we disown our thoughts. And alone, 
at night, my thoughts returned to Jesus. 
Then one morning I went to Benhaded’s house. 
A tearful servant met me at the door with great 
sadness in her face. “Benhaded is gone,” she told 
me. “We know not where. His good father lies 
within, dying of a broken heart that he should 
sire such a thankless son.” 
I turnad from tho good womon't tears lest I 
shed my own. Benhaded had run away without a 
word to me, so little did he prize me. 
Shortly after, I went to Jerusalem, where the 
saddest days of my life began. I witnessed the 
terrible events that I shall now relate. 
I was spending the night at the home of 
friends of my father. Tired from the excitement 
of the Passover season, the household had re­ 
tired early. At midnight, I awoke suddenly. 
Someone was gently touching my shoulder. 
“Joshua.” It was a voice I had sorely missed. 
“Benhaded!” I cried. 
He silenced me with a finger to his lips. “Dress 
quickly. There is urgent work for you to do.” 
He paused as if to listen. “Quickly,” he again 
commanded. “You must go to Jesus and warn 
Him. Soldiers are on the way to arrest Him.” 
Stunned at so terrible a prospect, I dressed. 
My mind raced from one bewildering thought to 
another. Was this a trick? Was this sudden con­ 
cern for Jesus merely pretense?

The Braves’ outspoken manager asks: 


why must the season open in the North- 


when there’s all that sun down South?

h e 1966 
BASEBALL season 
opens this week. For some 
poor souls, it will be one part 
baseball glove and one part mit­ 
tens, one part white flannels and 
one part red flannels. 


I know what I’m talking about, l^ a t 
April I sat shivering in the icy dugout 
of Chicago’s Wrigley Field for some four 
hours, watching what was supposed to 
be a baseball game. The Braves and Cubs 
began playing in 40-degree weather, and 
by the ninth inning it was down to 36. 
It was a bad game to play, a miserable 
one to sit through, and a puzzle to any­ 
body watching on television. In that 
weather, what else could it be? 
But baseball in April is often like that. 
When the Cards opened in St. Louis last 
year, it was 49. In Minnesota, the Twins 
were flooded out of their second game. 
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In the Baltimore opener, the White Sox 
and Orioles chased fly balls in wind gusts 
up to 45 mph and looked more like 
clowns than big-leaguers. Of 32 Detroit 
opening games, six have been played in 
temperatures in the 30s and 11 in the 
40s. April games in Boston have been 
snowed out. 
Yet ba.seball traditionally opens in the 
North in April and, with recent expan­ 
sion. opens earlier than ever. Early 
openings are neces.sary—but munt we 
«»pen in Northern cities? 
Why can't April gom of be played in 
Southern and Southwestern cities, where 
the weather usually is baseball weather? 
This would give fans in Miami, New 
Orleans, Birmingham, Dallas-Ft. Worth, 
Tampa-St. Petersburg, Phoenix. San An­ 
tonio, San Diego, and other areas a 
chance to see real major-league play. 
I suggested this last year in The 
Sporting News, and some people hooted

me down. I still think it’s a good idea. 
We train in the South because warm 
weather helps bring our players into 
shape. Then abruptly we ask them to 
play for the big money in conditions 
which mean not only poor play but which 
could cause injury. Athletes in baseball 
go through f)eriods of relative inactivity, 
then suddenly they are called into full 
physical action. In raw weather that can 
mean charley horses, strained arms, and 
possibly more permanent injury. 
Another reason for the change is that 
it w’ould be good for baseball. At pres­ 
ent, baseball can’t expand major-league 
play to as many cities as might support 
it because we don’t have enough top­ 
flight players. Well, here’s a chance to 
bring the Mantles and Koufaxes to 
Southern fans and keep their interest 
high until expansion is practical. 
W M n I first start*«! talking about 
taking baseball out of the deep freeze, 
I heard counterarguments. 
Some said fans in the South don’t 
turn out for exhibition games. Well, very 
often they do come out in large numbers 
—and when they don’t, it isn’t indifTer- 
ence to baseball. It’s because in exhibi­ 
tions the stars may play only a few in­ 
nings in some cases. Then the rookies 
take over, which is natural because part 
of spring training is letting the manager 
see what the kids can do. 
But I think Southern fans will come 
out in force when they know the veter­ 
ans will play full time—and play not to 
loosen up but for a game that may even­ 
tually decide a pennant. 
Besides, how many fans turn out for 
those April games up North? The White 
Sox draw well in Chicago, but during 
an April cold spell they pulled only 4.926 
for a Saturday game with the Washing­ 
ton Senators. The following Frasier Sun­ 
day double-header should have attracted 
25,000 fans—but only 9,316 hardy souls 
showed up. So what do we lose in at­ 
tendance by visiting Southern cities? 
The critics continue: it isn't fair to 
the regular home-town fans. I ask: was 
it fair to some 25,000 New York Met 
fans who showed up last spring and sat 
through a cold drizzle until, by the time 


the second game was called because of 
rain, only a few thousand were left? 
Home-town fans will see their teams 
in the South on television—and see a 
game a.s it should be played, without 
numbed fingers and .200 batters hitting 
wind-blown home runs. 
Another counterargument is that sa­ 
cred ‘‘opening day.” This is a big draw 
in every kind of weather, and some peo­ 
ple say that attendance will be lost by 
opening in the South. 1 figure opening 
day is any day that gives the home fans 
their first chance to see their team in 
the flesh. Opening day on, say, May 1 
will still be opening day with all the 
excitement—and decent weather. 
The next objection is ‘‘trouble with 
the scheduling.” Actually, opening in the 
South would make that easier. 
Right now, April games get rained out 
by the dozens and are rescheduled as 
double-headers. The current 162 games 
instead of the old 154 (plus coast-to- 
coast travel) already put a tremendous 
burden on players. Adding rained-out 
double-headers increases the burden to 
a breaking point.

weather in the North i.sn’t any better 
than April.” Somebody will have to prove 
that to me with statistics. Just a glance 
at last year’s weather figures shows that 
between mid-April and the first week in 
May temperatures in Pittsburgh and 
Boston went from the mid-50s to the low 
70s, Detroit and Chicago from the low 
40s to upper 60s. 
Okay, maybe April-May weather needs 
studying. So do scheduling, stadium con­ 
tracts, and other thing.s—but I hope the

baseball in April isn’t just dismissed off­ 
handedly. It has too many good points 
that are proved facts. 
As for me, 1 hope to be enjoying Geor­ 
gia weather on Tuesday when the Braves 
open in AtlanU. I haven’t stashed away 
my woolens, though. After all. next come 
weather gambles in New York, Pitts­ 
burgh, and Philadelphia.
